In reality it is no test at all, but, in cases where the 
prospective buyer does not understand that the so-called ‘'test'’ is 
a fake, pure and simple, the salesman is sometimes able to make him 
believe it shows conclusively that the so-called baking powder he is 
selling, and which of course contains egg albumen, is superior to other 
brands which do not contain this ingredient. 


Bulletin No. 21, issued by Dairy and Food Bureau of the State of 
Utah, reads as follows :— F : 

“The sale in the State of Utah of baking powders containing 
minute quantities of dried egg (albumen) is declared illegal. The 
albumen in these baking powders does not actually increase the 
leavening power of the powder, but by a series of unfair and deceptive 
tests such powders are made to appear to the innocent consumer to 
possess three or four times their actual leavening power."

Statistics of the Industry in Canada 
for 1€13 

During the calendar year 1913 Can- 
adian pulp mills consumed 1,109,034 
cords of pulp wood valued at $7,243,- 
368; during the same year there was 
exported to the United States an al- 
most equal quantity of unmanufac- 
tured pulp wood which was valued at 
$7,070,571. Yhis quantity of unmanu- 
factured wood was sufficient to have 
supplied 60 mills of the averaga size 
operating in Canada in 1913, It would 
have made 1,035,039 tons of ground- 
wood pulp, cr 617,515 tons of cheii- 
cal fibre. Ground-w%od pulp is worth 
at least $14 a ton, which would give 
$14,490,420 tor the value of the pulp 
wood that could have been made from 
this wood Ly this process. Chemical 
fibre is “worth at least $38.00 a ton, 
which would have brought the value 
jup to $19,666,570. In reality only $7,- 
080,570 was realized by the sale of 
this materia: he pulp industry lost 
jthe profit that could have been made 
in manufaciuring this wood into pulp, 
and the country as a whole lost the

It is estimated that the total num-j 
ber of sheep in the world is about| 
620,000,000; of this total the Europ- 
ean countries are credited with con- 
tributing 182,500,000, while Austral- 
asia ranks second with 117,500,000, 
and South Amesica third with about 
109,000,000. Russia is foremost 
among the Europear countries with 
45,000,000, while the United Kingdom 
comes second with about 29,000,000. 
Of the South American flocks, Argen- 
tina contributes 60 per cent., or 67,- 
000,000 sheep, the remainder being 
credited to Uruguay. The Asiatic! 
flocks are estimated at about 92- 
848,000, and of this total Turkey in 
Asia claims about 45,000,000, while 
the remainder is distributed largely 
between Asiatic Russia and British 
India. Africa contributes about 48, 
000,000 head. The total number of} 
sheep mentioned in connection with 
North America is about 63,467,000 and 
of this number 58,000,800 is credited to

A WAR IN THE AIR 


THE BRITISH ADMIRALTY HAS 
CREATED A ROYAL NAVY 
AIR SERVICE 


The Introduct'on of the Aerial Arm 
in the British Empire’s Fighting 
Forces is Considered to be a Pre- 
face to the Histery of War in the 


Air. 

The British Adm‘yalty has just an 
nounced the creation of a royal naval 
air service with its own ranks aud 
uniform. 

The promulgation of the 
tions marks a distinct step in the 
introduction of the aerial arm iuto 
the empire's fighting forces, in fact 
it is a preface to the history of war 
in the air. 

Up to the present date air work 
in the navy has been of too recent 
birth to admit of the application of 
firm lines of organization. The 
present regulations show that it is 
censidered that the time has now 
arrived when this section should 
begin a distnct and individual life of 
its own. ‘Ve ave therefore in these 
regulations the formation of a royal 
naval air service, which is to be con- 
stituted us a distinc: part of the mili- 
tary, or fighting branch of the royal 
navy. 

The scheme is based on the prin- 
ciple that all classes of officers and 
men in this naval air service shall 
enjoy equal jacilities in regard to 
military command, so that officers 
and men of the military and the non- 
military brarches of the royal navy 
officers and men o’ the royal mar- 
ines, of the roya! maval reserve 
forces, those transferred from the 
army, and those entered direct from 
civil life sivall all take rank 
precedence according to their naval 
air service giade while performing afr 
service duties ‘ 

It has therefore been decided ir 
the first instance to frame an ar- 
bitrary seniority list as regards the 
officers and m2n now engaged on this 
work; and in future that all officers 
and men will take position on tha 
list from the date of their being 
graded. At the same time the ag? 
and previous service 
will be adjusted to ensure that all 
shall begin as nearly equal as is 
practicable. 

The pay is on approximately the 
seme rates a3 those for submarine 
service, but slightl; higher on the 
whole, 

The unifori: will be the same as 
that worn by executive officers in‘the 
royal navy. A ‘small badge in the 
shape of an eagle will be worn above 
the stripes on the Jeft sleeve. ‘The unt- 
form will be very similar, but 
anchor (the emllem of the sca), will 
be generally -eplaced by the eagle, 
which has ben established as the em- 
blem of the ais. 

An important feature of the new 
regulations is that-civilians will be 
permitted +o enter direct into the air 
service, in which they will hold a 
position of entire equality with the 
other officers.

Another exhibit was shipping and 
price tags, in which a grandmother 
and her granddaughter, 14 years old. 

They 
were paid 6 cents per 1,000 for wiring 
tags and 6 cents per 1,000 for the 
cords, 

Another instance showed where a 
mother and three children, aged, re- 
spectively 8, 13 an’ 15 years, made 
artificial flowors, their combined 
earnings being bety-een $6 and $7 per 
week. Mr. Hall said the children were 
required to go to work as early as 5 
a.m. and work till 9 o’clock, when they 
went to school. After school they 
were required to work till 10 o'clock 
at night.

Raising Crops by Radium 

The effect of radium on _ plant 
grcwth has, it is said, been demon- 
strated by experiments carried out in 
England. 

It is claimed that many of the re- 
sults are so promising that it is pos- 
sible that the use of radium for creps 
may becon:e one of its most import- 
ant applications in the future. It is 
said that :adium has an adverse ef- 
fect on the undesirable soil organ- 
isms, leaving the useful ones freer to 
stimulate growth. 

Best results are obtained with the 
use of «about one-seven-hundredta 
pert of a grein of radium to one ton 
of soil. The residues left behind after 
radium hus been extracted from min 
erals usually contain a minute quan 
tity of radium. 

When these residues, which are of 
comparativeiy ‘ittle value, are mixed 
in the soil, wheat and barley grow 
with great repidity and the leaves are 
usually of a darker color. 

The most decisive results so far re- 
ported have been obtained with. rad- 
ishes and carrots, which in some 
cases have bean nearly six times as 
heavy as those grown under similar 
cecnditions in ordinary soil. 

Experiments are also being made to 
ascertain the influegce of both rad 
ium and radium emanation on the size 
and color of flowers and other mar- 
ket garden produce. It is stated that 
once incorporated with the soil the 
effects of whe radium residues will 
remain constant for hundreds of 
years. ; 

Sceptics wil' recall. however, the 
once belauded but futile electrical ex- 
periments of Lora Rosse, in Irish 
pctato fields, an? will suspend judg- 
ment until time has tested the radium 
cure for bac:-ward vegetation. 


The Boidest of All Horsewomen 

Russia s2ems to have given the 
world the boldest lorsewoman in his- 
tory. This is Mme. Kudasheva, a 
Cossack, whose avocation is making 
adventurous journeys all_ alone on 
horseback in the far east. Three 
years ago she rode all the way from 
Viadivostock to §t. Petersburg, a 
matter of three thousand miles or 
more, on her herse, “Mongolia,” 
which she afterwards presented to 
the Czarevitch, In return for this, 
the Czar sent a beautiful Arabian 
steed which she christened ‘“Krit,’ 
and on which she is now making a 
journey more perilious and thrilling 
than the former one. This time she 
is going access China and 
into Turkestan through regions prac- 
tically untraversed. She sleeps  be- 
side her faithful horse and no harm 
has come to either of them. it is a 
hard life for woman and beast, but 
Mme. Kudasheva is making history 
and the Czar is proud of her. She 
hopes to be back in St. Petersburg 
covered with the glory of this epoch- 
making undertaking.

naturalization papers, the general 
movement of these glaciers being 
landward.

TO MAKE HUDSON BAY 
OAFE FOR NAVIGATION 


PROGRAMNE OF WORK MA>PED 
OUT BY MARINE AND NAVAL 
DEFARTMENTS 
Will- Locate Three Wireless Stations 
in the ‘Straits and at Entrance to 
the Bay--Two Lighthouses to be 

Commenced This Year. 

The marine and naval departments 
are engaged on a big programine of 
work this summer to make Hudson 
Bay and Straits safe for navigation. 
Three wireless stations in the Straits 
and at the entrance to the bay are ve 
ing located sc as to give a continuous 
line of communication from Pert Nei- 
son and Port Churchill to the Atlan- 
tic The actual construction of the 


‘ stations, lLowever, will not be begua 


until next spring. 

The charting of Hudson Straits ts 
being done by the steamer Acadia, 
while other government vessels are 
taking souncings and mapping the 
harbors of Port Nelson, Fort Churchill 
and at the mouth of the Nottaway 
river. The sovernment steamer Minto, 
which has lef: Halifax for Hudson 
Bay, carrie! materials for lighthouse 
construction. The lighthouses are to 
be commenced this year on either side 
of the entrance to Port. Nelson, while 
another will be built upon a newly 
charted shoal some miles out in the 
bay. The chasting being done at the 
mouth of the Nottaway river is pre- 
paratory to the construction of the 
proposed railway from the southeast 
tc the Nat‘onil Transcontinental in 
connection with the alternative route 
from Port Nelson across the northern 
end of James Bay and thence by rail 
tc Montreal, The government plans to 
build the southern half of this line 
from the National Trancontinental and 
an appropriation of $1,000,000 waa 
passed last session for preliminary 
surveys The Clerque syndicate had 
originally p'anaed to build the whole 
line, but according to present plans 
the government itself will shoulder 
the cost of th» portion between Mont: 
real and the National Trancontinental. 


Controlling the Aeroplane 
~ When Heinrich Oelerich drove his 
biplane to + height of 24,600 feet near 
Lepsic he was beating the birds at 
their own game, 

Humboldt saw the condor fiying at 
a supposed height of 23,000 feet; this 
great bird. which nests and roosts 
wbove the 10,000 foot level, might 
equal or surpass QOelerich's feat, but

This question wus reeently 7 it to 
Walter Crane, the English ilMustra- 
for, who has done much to elue 
cate the childish eye for the beautt- 
ful. 

“When we began to work and in- 
iugurated the ehange trom the dry 
little wood cuts end too often crude 
anc vulgar illustrations und made 
us beautiful picture books «as we 
could for children,” said Mr, Crane, 
“we simply followed our personal 
tastes and delights, working as ate 
tists, and we thought chiefly of giv- 
ing pleasure to ourselves and the 
children and not of any theoretic 
good that might accrue to them in 
after years as a result of what we 
did. : 

“Picture books are a_ necessity, 
especially to children. They think 
in pictures instead of in words and 
learn from them too. Drawing to a 
child is a language. Every teacher 
should be able to draw so that he 
can illustrate his meaning to his 
young pupils in the way they under- 
stand best. And children should be
